It has been five months since flour has been within reach of 
either the baker or consumer, yet we have made no changes in the 
price of LOBACO BREAD.

We save the labor on all additional weight, as we can do 
this with positively the Bame costs so far as wrappers, baskets, 
pans and labor is concerned. 

We propose instead of baking an eleven ounce loaf, to bake a 
fourteen ounce finished loaf, which will sell at retail at eight 
cents or two for fifteen. Ninety per cent of the people buy two 
loaves at once. The larger the loaf the longer it will keep and the 
better the flavor, for it 1b not all baked out. 

Figure it out this way: If you should pay six cents for 
eleven ounces of bread (present weight) for a loaf that would weigh 
twenty eight ounces you would have to pay sixteen cents. Our plan 
will make bread cost you fifteen cents* In other words, by buying a 
larger loaf you save six and a half per cent, or what we save is not 
having to buy additional pans, wrappers and labor. This plan will 
give you bread at about the same cost as at present, and the extra 
costs are shouldered equally by the merchant, baker and consumer* 

Remember that prices will not be changed until after December 
15th and three days before we change we will raise the weight of the 
bread so that you can see for yourself the eoonomy in buying larger 
loaves and not smaller loaves.
